Berlin, March 9.—The adventures 


of Edgar Boecking are 
among 
the 
most remarkable of the many experi-1 
onces w'hich G erm an s from many cor­ 
ners of the earth have had in trying 
to reach the fatherland for patriotic 
service. 
Boecking 
was 
in Abyssinia when 
Germany went to war 
last 
August. 
He had been living in that remote 
I section for six years, and was widely 
known there as a former captain of 
cavalry in tho German army. 
The 
ingenuity he was called upon to oxer-1 
cise in his trip home was worthy of 
Phileas Fogg, whom Jules Verne sent 
“Around the World in Eighty Days.” 
It included an imaginary case of rab­ 
ies, to feign which Boecking had the 
nerve to burn two holes in his leg. 
These were to represent the bites of 
a mad dog, for treatment of which he 
successfully begged aid in expediting 
his trip to the Pasteur Institute ,in 
Cairo. 
He carried out his bluff even 
to the extent of submitting to the 
Pasteur treatment. 
When Boecking determined, imme­ 
diately upon the outbreak of the war 
to return to Germany to volunteer, 
he first considered which 
was 
the 
safest of the three usual routes out 
of Abyssinia. 
The quickest,via Jib- 
outi, would take him into French So­ 
maliland, where he was well known 
and could not hope to escape deten­ 
tion by the French officers. A second 
route, via Massaua, led through neu­ 
tral Italian territory,’ but French and 
British warships wece on the watch 
and were searching all Italian ships 
carefully. 
Apart from the danger of 
the hostile ships, this route'required 
a two months' trip by caravan in the 
rainy 
season. 
The 
third 
choice, 
which 
Boecking 
selected.* notwith­ 
standing 
that 
it 
was perhaps the 
most risky way of all, was through 
the English Soudan. 
He secured a pass purporting to be 
issued by a neutral state and started 
out with eight mules and six servants. 
He believed the English would hardly 
assume that a German had the nerve 
fo travel, after the outbreak of hostil­ 
ities, 
through 
a 
region so strictly 
guarded as the Soudan. 
He started 
on September 23 and notwithstanding 
the rains, covered the distance, which 
ordinarily takes thirty-one 
days, 
in 
twenty-three. 
In 
Gambela 
he 
encountered 
an 
Italian 
acquaintance, 
and, 
casting 
about for an excuse for his presence, 
recollected that this Italian 
had in 
(hp previous year 
been 
bitten by a 
railed dog, a thing not uncommon in 
Abyssinia. 
Boecking promptly imag­ 
ined that he, too. 
had 
been bitten. 
and told Ids friend that 
he 
on his 
way t<) Cairo to 
be 
treated at tho 
Pasteur Institute There. 
He explain­ 
ed the situation to his friend, asked 
him to announce his arrival to the 
British authorities, 
and 
he, 
in the 
meantime, repaired to his hotel and 
carefully burned two 
holes 
in his 
calf with a red hot poker. 
He had to wait 
in 
Gambela ten

days for a steam er to Khartoum. The 
whole time he suffered torments of 
mind for fear that 
the authorities 
might he moved to telegraph to the 
British authorities at Addis-Abeba a 
query as to his identity. 
They did 
not do so. 
however, 
and Boecking 
left Gambela by steamer, still keen­ 
ly alive to the necessity of preserv­ 
ing appearances. 


“The victim of a rabid dog’s bite." 
he said to himself, “must, if possible, 
reach the 
Pasteur 
institute within 
forty days to be certain of a cure. It 
is therefore up to me. if I want to 
make my dog story credible, to keep 
within this period, or at least, to ex­ 
ceed it as little as possible. To tAis 
end he left the steamer at a small 
station on the White Nile and travel­ 
ed on to Khartoum by rail. 
As he left the train lie was greet­ 
ed by seven English 
officers, 
who 
told him that he could 
not proceed 
immediately to Cairo, and that, since 
he had been bitten, he must accom­ 
pany them to 
the 
British 
military 
hospital. Two officers 
accompanied j 
him thither. Two surgeons examined I 
his “bite” and praised his foresight 
in cauterizing them. 
Boecking con­ 
tinues: 
“After I had spent three d.ns as a 
military prisoner 
in 
the 
hospital, 
word came that I was to he brought 
before the 
governor 
genera!.. 
At 
noon I stood before 
his excellency 
and ’learned 
to 
my 
great delight 
(which I did not exhibit) thr.t. as a 
citizen, of the neutral state ct ------ 
I was free. 
“His excellency was 
kind 
enough 
to talk with me for an hour about 
conditions in Abyssinia, and lie sent 
me back to the hospital in his own 
automobile. 
There all my belongings 
were returned to me. arid I was told 
that it was greatly regretted that, iii 
consequence of a denunciation as a 
German officer. I had been arrested. 
I w a i to be permitted to go to Cairo 
unhindered, 
but 
a 
military 
escort 
would be given me to 
prevent 
me 
from being molested. 
“I was held four days in Khartoum, 
but I can speak only in 
terms 
ot 
praise of my treatm ent there. 
If I 
had been recognized as a German it 
would have been different 
The Eng­ 
lish major, who brought me to the 
railway station, told me that I had 
been denounced as a German captain 
and he congratulated me that I had 
proved that I was not. 
O therwise. 
he sTid, I should have been brought 
before a 
court-martial 
and 
either 
shot or condemned to life imprison­ 
ment for having a talso passport.” 
At Cairo Boecking went 
to 
the 
Pasteur Institute and 
began 
taking 
the treatment, 
He remained for the 


prescribed twenty-one days. and upon 


leaving, on December Mh. secured a 


certificate from the 
French 
physi­ 
cians i,f the institute that he had 
been treated 
villi success. 
Arrived 
at Alexandria, he was again threat­ 
ened with arrest, but 
his 
passport 
and Pastern* certificate 
saved 
him, 
and he was permitted, to boe rd an 
Italian steamer sailing via Syracuse 
for Genoa. 


Or*o more ordeal awaited him. 
The 
steamer was stopped six hours before 
reaching Syracuse by a French war­ 
ship. which examined every passenger 
aboard individually. 
Again the Pas­ 
teur certificate and the talse passport 
saved Boecking, and he finally arriv­ 
ed in Genoa, alter a trip lasting near­ 
ly three months. 
He 
volunteered 


for service as soon as he reached 
Germany and is now at the front.

RIGHT STAND WHEN WAR CAME 


Did It VV.thout Hesitation, and Now, 
When 
Dangers 
Increase, 
the 
Party Must Not Vacillate 
Breadth of a Hair. 


Berlin, March 9.—As indicative of 
dissension in the ranks of the social 
democratic party, 
Earl Liebkneeht 
and his supporter# are severely crit­ 
icised by Wolfgang Heine, one of the 
party leaders in the Reichstag, in a 
pamphlet 
entitled, 
‘’Against the In­ 
triguers.” 
Heine charges that the socialist or­ 
gan, \ orwaerts, has been guilty of 
deception and of causing “disruption 
of the inner unity of the party, and 
the promotion on the other hand of 
the interests of those who in the time 
of the country's need condemn the 
position of the party.” 
“The social 
democracy,” lie says, 
“could act no differently than it has 
done; it had to align itself on the 
side of the fatherland in this war.” 
He refutes indignantly the claim of 
the “intriguers” that the social dem­ 
ocrats are “hurrah 
patriots,” 
chau­ 
vinists and jingoes, and denies that 
the war from Germany’s standpoint is 
an imperialistic undertaking. 
“As long, 
he continues,, “as the 
enemies 
cannot 
contemplate 
any 
peace that does not presuppose dic­ 
tating to prostrate Germany, just so 
long is it worse than madness, a be­ 
trayal of the interests of our people 
in fact, to talk of peace to them. 
“To slick it out to the end! 
That 
above all things is our duty to our­ 
selves. 
Our longing and our hopes, 
our sympathy and our concern, must 
not be allowed to overpower us, at 
least not until everything 
is 
dark : 
ahead. 
Even the 
most 
pardonable 
desire and the most comprehensible 
excess of feeling can do us the ut-J 
most harm if given way to at an un­ 
suitable moment.” 
Touching on the future, Heine de­ 
clares that in these portentious times, 
courage and determination must not 
he weakened. 
“The 
party, 
without 
hesitation, chose its rightful place at 
the outbreak of the war. Now, in the 
middle cif the war, while dangers in-1 
crease anil the ability of every man 1 
is needed, the party must not vacil-* 
la»e, thereby causing confusion in the 
•auks cf Oomany’s defenders. 
This * 
might cause the most serious conse- - 
quences for the whole German people, i 
including the working classes.” 
In conclusion, he calls 
upon 
the 
comrades to stop their attempts to j 
disrupt the party, 
with 
consequent 1 
danger to the fatherland. 
“The 
time 
is not opportune,” he 
says, “to resort to self-deception and 1 
to hope that eventually things will 
not be so bad. 
Every day now may j 
do much damage. 
It islthe custom' 
of those in the majority \ o take no 
notice of confused and untrue attacks 
on the defense of the fatherland. 
“It is, to be true, neither easy nor 
comfortable to oppose those who with 
the authority to 
pretend 
superior | 
learning 
and 
intelligence 
spread 
abroad a mass of untruths—such for i 
example as that the war is a war of ( 
conquest by Germany; that it was be-j 
gun in order to suppress the working ! 
movement; that the borders of the j 
fatherland are 
no longer menaced, I 
and the like. 
And yet it is urgently! 
necessary that the party’s comrades J 
assume this unpleasant duty. 
“The homeliest and most unassum­ 
ing comrade is in a position to ask of 
the intriguers this question: 
“ ‘Do you want your party, in the 
eyes of the world, to assume the re­ 
sponsibility in case Germany should 
be beaten, c u t-to pieces and robbed 
of its industry and commerce, or do 
\o‘u 
want 
to 
protect the German 
workingman from this?’ 
“He whose eyes are not open by 
this is surely beyond help, and may, 
before all the world, be charged with 
indifference, yes, with enmity toward 
his people and his country.”

German 
social democracy,”

St. Pierre and Miquelon to play its;

years were ordered to be at the pier 
at 8:30 o’clock on the morning of 
February 3. 
Two hours after the 
time set the steamer Chicago dropped 
anchor in the harbor and when she 
sailed again only the old men, wo­ 
men and children remained. 
The French government is paying 
25 cent^ a day to the wife of every 
fisherman-soldier, with an additional 
allowance of IO cents for each child. 
The winters are long and hard and 
fuel is a prime necessity. Tim soil of 
the islands is barren and all food­ 
stuffs must be imported. 
Many ;.re 
suffering for the cause of the allies. 
Instead of the great sailing fleet 
that usually comes from France for 
the spring fishing it is expected that 
steam trawlers will be sent.

can be operated by a comparatively 
few men, thus releasing thousands of

In this way the French gov­ 
ernment hopes to meet the require­ 
ments of their market, for codfish.
